IS  HONOUR  tlie  Administrati  >r  in  Council  directs 
that  under  the  powers  conferred  by  section  4 of 
the  “ Bush  Fire  Act  Amendment  Act,  1907,”  the  fol- 
lowing regulations  governing  the  operation  of  donkey 
engines  in  logging  camps  be  made.

Any  person  or  persons  using  or  operating  a donkey 
engine  in  connection  with  logging  operations  shall  see 
that  all  brush  and  inflammable  matter  is  removed  for 
a space  of  . not  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  on  all  sides 
thereof : 


There  shall  bo  available  at  each  donkey  engine  in 
use  during  the  dry  season  a supply  of  water  of  not  less 
than  four  hundred  (400)  gallons,  such  amount  to  be 
obtainable  at  all  times  therein  ; together  with  twelve 
(12)  large  galvanised  iron  buckets  to  be  kept  exclusively 
for  fire  protection  purposes,  and  in  a convenient  posi- 
tion therefor  : 

There  shall  also  be  available  and  kept  solely  for  fire 
protection  purposes  six  (6)  good  shovels  and  three  (3) 
good  mattocks,  and  located  in  a suitable  position 
therefor  : 

In  addition  to  the  above,  thei’e  shall  be  available  at 
such  donkey  engine  a suitable  hand  pump  to  Vic  main- 
tained in  good  working  order,  and  in  readiness  for  an 
emergency  : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  each 
donkey  engine  to  maintain  a watchman  in  the  vicinity 
thereof  during  such  time  as  the  same  is  under  fire  and 
there  is  any  possibility  of  fire  spreading  from  such 
engine: 

A spark  arrester  shall  be  placed  on  the  top  of  the 
smoke  stack  of  each  donkey  engine.  The  arrester 
shall  bo  constructed  with  a good  strong  steel  or  iron 
frame  firmly  fastened  to  the  top  of  the  stack.  The 
ribs  shall  be  close  enough  together  to  prevent  the  wire 
from  falling  in  or  collapsing.  The  cover  of  the  arrester 
shall  be  woven  wire  of  a dimension  of  not  less  than 
Number  16  B.  W.  G.,  having  twenty-five  squares  to 
the  square  inch  in  mesh.  The  top  of  the  arrester  to 
be  not  less  than  three  times  the  area  of  the  top  of  the 
smoke  stack,  and  at  least  eighteen  inches  above  the 
top  thereof.

“WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT, 
1897.” 

1.  THIS  is  to  certify'  that  “ The  Cranbrook  Electric 
Light  Company,  Limited,”  a company  duly  incorpor- 
ated under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Companies  Act, 
1897,”  and  which  has  been  registered  under  the 
“ Power  Companies’  Relief  Act,  1902,”  for  the  purpose 
of  exercising  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  pri- 
orities in  and  by  part  IV.  of  the  said  Act  created,

The  erection  of  a dam  across  the  St.  Mary’s  River 
in  a rocky  canyon  about  one  mile  above  the  railway 
bridge  upon  which  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
crosses  the  St.  Mary’s  River,  as  shown  on  the  plans 
filed  and  marked  “B”;  the  erection  of  a Power-house 
to  be  situated  at  or  close  to  the  dam,  the  water  under 
a 30'  head  passing  through  turbine  water-wheels  in 
the  Power-house,  thence  through  the  tail-race  into  the 
river  again ; the  erection  of  all  necessary  pole  lines. 
The  power  will  be  utilised  to  supply  light,  heat  and 
power  chiefly  to  the  city  of  Cranbrook  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  to  operate  railways,  tramways,  saw] 
mills  and  other  industries  of  any  nature  or  kind,  and 
to  consumers  generally  of  light,  heat  or  power  in  the 
Fort  Steele  Mining  Division  of  East  Kootenay.

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time,  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 


such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.

mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  74  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof.
